TWO goals from 
Callum Wilson and 
another from strike 
partner Yann 
Kermorgant saw 
Bournemouth cement 
their position at the 
top of the Sky Bet 
Championship with a 
3-1 victory at strug¬ 
gling Wigan. 

However, the score¬ 
line only told part of 
the story as Wigan 
enjoyed solid spells in 
both halves only to fail 
to make the most of 
them. 

After James McClean 
had hit the bar with a 
free-kick, Wilson 
opened the scoring 
nine minutes before 
half-time - with more 
than a hint of offside 
about it. 

However, there was 
no argument three 
minutes later when 
Kermorgant doubled 
the lead following a 
bad mistake by Chris 
McCann. 

It looked game over 
just before the hour 
mark when Wilson 
made it three with a 
cool finish, although 
Leon Clarke marked 
his Wigan debut with a 
goal shortly after that 
which at least made 
for an entertaining last 
half-hour. 

Despite their lowly 
league position, it was 
Wigan who took the 
game to their visitors 
right from the off. 

William Kvist saw an 
early daisy-cutter well 
held by Artur Boruc, 
while Clarke's clever 
cross from the left 
deserved better than 
no-one gambling to 
get on the end of it. 

Wigan came closer 
still moments later 
when McClean swung 
in a free-kick from the 
left that beat Boruc all 
ends up, only to 
bounce off the cross¬ 
bar and away to safe¬ 
ty. 

But Bournemouth 
seemed to take heart 
from the let-off and 
started to grow into 
the game. 

A great counter¬ 


attack down the left 
saw Matt Ritchie's 
shot deflect wide off 
Andrew Taylor and 
only a great block by 
Kvist prevented Simon 
Charlton’s effort test¬ 
ing Ali Al Habsi. 

The Wigan goalkeep¬ 
er was required to pull 
off a fine save to deny 
Kermorgant from close 
range, before Matt 
Ritchie blasted way 
over the top from the 
edge of the area. 

Wigan threatened 
again when Kim Bo- 
Kyung’s overhead kick 
flew just over the bar, 
but the hosts were 
rocked on their heels 
just before the break 
when Bournemouth 
gained a stranglehold 
on the game. 

First Wilson raced on 
to a flick-on by 
Kermorgant and, 
despite looking well 
offside, slid the ball 
under Al Habsi. 

Then McCann was 
caught in possession 
on the edge of his 
own box and 
Kermorgant punished 
him by drilling the ball 
into the bottom cor¬ 
ner. 

Wilson should have 
made it three ten min¬ 
utes after the restart, 
only to shoot over with 
only Al Habsi to beat, 
but the striker made 
amends a minute later 
by notching his second 
goal, rounding the 
goalkeeper before 
slotting into an empty 
net. 

Wigan pulled one 
back within two min¬ 
utes as Clarke nodded 
home McClean's invit¬ 
ing cross, and the 
introduction off the 
bench of Liverpool loa¬ 
nee Sheyi Ojo saw 
Wigan ask some prob¬ 
ing questions of the 
Cherries defence. 

Liam Ridgewell saw 
a header tipped over 
by Boruc, with substi¬ 
tute Billy Mckay hav¬ 
ing a late shot that he 
thought struck the 
hand of a defender, 
only for the official to 
rule no penalty.

Targett taken to hospital

hospital for a precaution¬ 
ary X-ray, and after the 
game Koeman confirmed 
the youngster was doing 
well. 

He said: “He’s under 
control and that’s very 
good news because always 
on your head something 
happens on the pitch it’s 
difficult and dangerous 
but the remarks of the 
doctor is he is under con¬ 
trol in hospital and that is 
very positive and good 
news.”

ALL CHANGE IN 
CHAMPIONSHIP 


WITH the excessive number of man¬ 
agerial changes that have occurred in 
the division since the last transfer 
window shut, in September, it is hard¬ 
ly surprising that Championship clubs 
were the busiest in January. 

But are the deals being done really likely to 
help the teams making them, and is it really pos¬ 
sible to predict their success? 

As the summer window closed, it really 
seemed that Nottingham Forest fans had plenty 
of reasons to be happy. 

Not only had they managed to keep the core of 
a good squad together, but they had invested 
significantly in improving it as well, leading many 
people (myself included) to suggest they would 
be pushing for promotion come May. 

Instead, Forest have dropped to 12th in the 
table and have ended January with just two loan 
players and a new manager to bolster a strug¬ 
gling squad. The real key was their marquee 
signing, Britt Assombalogna. 

By the end of September he had scored eight 
goals and was looking to be worth every bit of 
the massive £5m fee he commanded. 

Flowever, like many strikers, he couldn’t main¬ 
tain that form long-term, and he has managed 
only six goals in the four months since. 

The decrease in production after mid-October 
from their two new strikers - Matty Fryatt being 
the other one - meant the team’s average goals 
scored dropped by almost half. 

Forest’s expensive signings over the previous 
season also led to a transfer ban, after it was 
deemed they breached financial fair play rules. 

It may not stop Forest from bringing in players, 
as their loan signings show, but it does make 
things difficult. 

Add in a manager, Stuart Pearce, whose play¬ 
ing style was heavily criticised, and the eighth 
worst defence in the division, and you start to 
see why they are mid-table and why it is so diffi¬ 
cult to predict at the start of the Championship 
season which teams have made the best deals. 

The manager and tactics selected are equally 
as important in a league where squad cost rarely 
equates to finishing position. 

If you can’t get the best out of your players, 
you won’t stay in a job, as many have found out. 

When it comes to the January window, picking 
the teams that have made good signings may be 
a little easier. 

You already know something of a team’s form 
and squad strength to assess what they need to 
improve. 

With this in mind, it makes sense that two of 
the busiest clubs in January are at the wrong end 
of the table. 

Both Leeds United and Wigan Athletic have 
been very active this window, although maybe 


not in the right way. 

Wigan, in the relegation zone, have seen 
seven players leave the club, including the 
highly-rated Callum McManaman, who 
departed for West Brom. 

While they may have replaced some 
of these players, it’s a big gamble for 
a club so near the bottom of the table 
to drastically overhaul their squad at 
this point in the season. 

Leeds, like Forest, are currently 
under a transfer embargo, 
caused by breaching FFP last 
year, but they weren’t going to 
let that stop them from being 
active in the market. 

There are certain loopholes 
in the transfer ban that allow 
clubs to sign free players, as 
long as they do not exceed 
a certain squad size or 
wage. 

This has resulted in 
Leeds doing what they 
currently do best - 
heading to Italy in 
search of new talent. 

But loaning players 
from Italian clubs hasn’t 
really worked so far for 
them, so it is somewhat 
surprising that they didn’t 
look more at the home mar¬ 
ket for some experience. 

The window also saw Leeds sell 
two of their most experienced players 
- Jason Pearce and Stephen Wamocrx, 
both of whom have captained the side this 
season. 

Letting Warnock leave may reduce the wage 
considerably, but it also leaves the team without 
one of their most experienced defenders. 

Warnock’s new side, Derby County, on the 
other hand, have done exactly what a team 
pushing for promotion should do. 

By signing Warnock and loaning Darren Bent 
from Aston Villa, they have increased their squad 
depth without spending excessive amounts. 

Of course, you can’t talk about transfers with¬ 
out mentioning Blackpool, who seem to be 
attempting to break a record. 

Having already transferred 30 players into the 
club since June, they didn’t want to be left out 
again, adding another ten since the turn of the 
year. With the 13 players they have released, 
you really have to wonder if the fans bother 
getting players’ names on the back of their 
shirts. 

With squads now set - at least until the 
loan window opens next week - it will be 
interesting to see who will be deemed the 
transfer window winners come May.

Sadness at loss of a great Saints supporter 


IT IS with great sadness that I recently learned 
of the death of Ted Tarbet, from the Isle of 
Wight. 

Ted was the most loyal of Saints supporters. 

I can remember him from the early Sixties, 
following the team around not just in England 
but abroad as well. 

In those days, he and his wife, Janet, helped 
to run the Isle of Wight Supporters’ Club, of 
which I became president. 


I always really looked forward to attending 
the end-of-season dinners on the island, 
accompanied by some of the players - back 
then, there was a tight bond with the support¬ 
ers. 

Until just recently, Ted kept in touch with 
John Sydenham and myself. Every Sunday 
afternoon the phone would go here in South 
Africa and it would be Ted relating to me what 
had gone on at the game the previous day. 


Also, he would send a parcel to John, in 
Australia, and to myself, containing copies of 
the Sports Pink, and there was never a 
Christmas without an Isle of Wight calendar 
dropping through the door. 

To discover that he had collapsed after the 
Ipswich cup match with a heart attack, and 
was rushed to hospital, only to die some two 
weeks later, has come as a great shock to 
John and myself. 


On my visits to St Mary’s, I would meet up 
with him by the statue of Ted Bates to sign 
books and photos. 

He was the kindest of persons and deeply j 
committed to the Saints. 

My condolences go out to Janet and the fam- ; 
ily. It is like a long chapter in John’s and my life , 
has come to an end, and it is sad to think that 
Ted will not be there to see the end of what : 
could be Saints’ greatest season ever.

Murray’s meltdown 


WE KNOW that top level sport is 
often as much about the mental 
side of the game as the physical 
one, but rarely do we see it laid 
bare. 

Last weekend we had the perfect 
example in the case of individual 
sport, where there really is no 
hiding place, as Andy Murray, 
left, had a meltdown in the 
Australian Open final. 

He and Novak Djokovic were 
hammering at it toe-to-toe for two 
sets before Murray just crumbled 
before the watching world and 
beat a humbling retreat as the 


Serbian eased to victory. 

For Murray this has been a 
career trait, but one he appeared 
to overcome as he lifted two 
Grandslam titles. 

Whatever the reasons for his 
spilt with coach Ivan Lendl, it 
seemed a curious decision given 
how amazingly he had trans¬ 
formed Murray mentally. 

In a team sport, we have seen it 
with QPR. 

Harry Redknapp’s surprise 
departure this week brought out 
the statistics of their season. 

Rangers have been in very 


respectable form at Loftus Road, 
but have lost all 11 of their away 
league matches. 

There comes a point where it is 
clearly just a mental barrier. 

There are differences to playing 
at home and away in respect of 
pressure and expectation and 
how you adapt to that tactically, 
but there is no excuse for such a 
one-sided record. 

Collectively, the team obviously 
have a mental block that they just 
cannot overcome. 

They need their own Lendl 
now.

IF Saints are ever to make 
the breakthrough and turn 
themselves into a team reg¬ 
ularly competing in Europe, 
then they must seize the 
chance to make that step up 
while Ronald Koeman is in 
charge. 

Saints are always keen to 
point out that their success is 
never about one person, but 
there can be no doubting just 
how key their current man¬ 
ager is. 

Koeman is as cool, calm and 
collected as they come, but 
what’s always most impres¬ 
sive is how he handles him¬ 
self. 

Having been such a super- 
star player in his time, he has 
a certain swagger. 

It is arrogance to a degree, 
but not in an unlikeable way. 

Perhaps it is best described 
as self-confidence. 

The way he controls certain 
situations is a master class 
in modern management. 

Some Saints managers have 
seemed scared of their own 
shadow when it comes to 
dealing with the media. 

Yet this week Koeman 
spoke so confidently about 
potential signings, about his 
players, about the comments 
from Mauricio Pochettino 
that suggested he had hand¬ 
ed his successor a fairly easy 
job. 

It was funny, classy and 
totally self assured. 

There was no way you 


could fail to be impressed by 
him, once again. 

All of this has rubbed off on 
the team. 

Though there have been a 
couple of blips in recent 
weeks, they too have embod¬ 
ied the traits of their manag¬ 
er. 

Calmness, focus, determi¬ 
nation and drive, and also a 
certain amount of belief that 
they belong at the top level. 

For Saints, opportunities 
such as the one they are cur¬ 
rently presented with - fin¬ 
ishing in the European qual¬ 
ification spots in the league 
- do not come around often. 

Indeed, in the modern era 
of the game since the influx 
of massive TV money, they 
have not existed. 

The last time Saints played 
in Europe as a result of their 
league position was 30 years 
ago, in 1984/85. 

They would have played in 
the UEFA Cup the following 
season, though, had English 
clubs not been banned as a 
result of the Heysel tragedy. 

With the big clubs pretty 
much shutting out the rest, 
it’s hard to imagine too 
many more chances 
unless Saints can take this 
opportunity and force their 
way in. 

If you can get in, and stay 
in, then you have a chance 
of making that break¬ 
through a more permanent 
affair. 

But these chances are so 
few and far between, and so 





dependent on a 
small number 
of factors. 

In the case of 
Saints, Koeman 
is very much 
one of those. 

Even with this 
same group of 
players, it’s hard 
to imagine many 
other managers 
being able to pro¬ 
duce the same 
atmosphere and 
ultimately the 
same results 
as Koeman $ 
has done. 

He is 

unique, a real V 
one off, who 
was a great 
appointment for 
Saints and has proven to 
be the perfect man at the 
perfect time. 

If Saints are to realisti¬ 
cally attempt that next step 
up as a club then, for all the 
admirable talk of structures 
and team work, then they 
need to make their move 
while Koeman is here. 

This guy will manage 
Barcelona one day, if he 
wants to. He will manage the 
Dutch national team one 
day, if he wants to. 

He is that good. 

Right now he is at Saints, 
and everything has con¬ 
spired to bring together a 
unique chance. 

They need to make it count 
... now. 








Kelly’s exit

ENGLAND’S greatest ever 
female player retired from 
international football this 
week to much less fanfare 
than she deserved. 

Kelly Smith has been a class 
apart in an England career 
that has spanned the best 
part of 20 years. 

Her goalscoring prowess of 
course catches the eye, with 
a record 46 in 117 appear¬ 
ances for her country. 

But Smith, below, has been 
more important than that to 
England. She has been talis- 
manic figure, a leader and 
somebody who pushed the 
boundaries. 

In her earlier years Smith 
was so far above the rest of 
her colleagues it was unreal. 

She had class and skill and 
talent on a level that broke 
the mould for women’s foot¬ 
ball in this country and made 
her as entertaining to watch 
as any of her male equiva¬ 
lents. 



Her story is compelling on a 
human level as well as she 
struggled to cope, battling 
addictions and personal 
demons, as well as some 
serious injuries too. 

But she came through all 
that, and her career has 
raised the bar for English 
women’s football, making 
others aspire to be like her. 

A unique talent she 
undoubtedly is, but her 
impact is so much more 
important for English 
women’s football. 

Smith deserved greater 
hoopla and praise following 
the announcement, but her 
place in history is assured 
anyway.

living his dream. 

An 87th minute replacement for 
Darren Anderton in a crucial 
League One match at Roberto 
Martinez’s Swansea City, 
Partington promptly scored his 
side’s equaliser before his team¬ 
mate Jo Kuffour struck to cap a 
stunning comeback win. 

That victory wouldn’t be 
enough to save the Cherries from 
the drop. 

The ten point penalty incurred 
by the club during for entering 
administration during that 
2007/2008 campaign eventually 
cost them their 
place in the 
division - a 
division 
that 
Swansea 
would 
win. 

Neverthe¬ 
less, young Partington, who had 
made his first-team bow from the 
bench late in a win at Luton Town 
in February 2008, was making his 
mark. 

That goalscoring knack was 
further in evidence when the 
midfielder was given his full- 
debut in December 2008, for a 
Bournemouth team by then play¬ 
ing its football under the burden 
of a 17-point penalty (for failing to 
meet the League’s terms for exit¬ 
ing administration) and fighting 
for its existence at the foot of the 
Football League. 

No matter. 

The teenager, who side-footed 
home a Matt Tubbs pass on his 
first start at Dean Court was just 
thriving on playing football. 

Now on loan at Eastleigh, a deal 
that was originally slated to last a 
month after his new year arrival 
but which has now been extended 
until the season’s conclusion, 
Partington agrees that his parent 
club’s former troubles were a 
blessing for a footballer tender in 
years and desperate to make his 
way in the game. 

“It was a good place to be as a 
young lad,” he recalled. 

“These days, there are youth 
teams, under-21 teams, there are 
a lot of stages (of development) 
before you hit the first-team, 
unless you’re especially good at a 
young age and they want to push 
you through quickly. 

“When I was at Bournemouth, 
with their money problems and 
with them not being able to sign 
players, it was more or less all 


youth team players making up 
the bench. 

“It was positive for me that I 
was involved at such a young 
age. 

“It makes you learn quickly. 

“These days, there are lads 
who are 20 years old and still 
playing under-21 football. 

“It takes them longer to get 
into a first-team than it did me. 

“That happened almost 
through default, but it was a 
positive at the time and has 
stood me in good stead 
through my career.”

upturn in fortunes have all con¬ 
trived to check Partington’s 
progress since his breakthrough 
year. 

Jimmy Quinn was the man 
responsible for handing the 
Portsmouth-born player his first 
Cherries starting jersey in 
December 2008, but 11 days later 
the Northern Irishman was 
gone. 

Eddie Howe took charge and 
set about engineering one of the 
more remarkable footballing 
escape acts in history, making 
light of that stringent points’ 
penalty on course to rescuing 
Bournemouth’s league status - 
and so penning the first chapter 
in what is turning into a success- 
filled managerial story. 

It was Howe’s return in late 
2012 for his second spell at the 
Bournemouth helm that led to 


midfielder Partington’s conver¬ 
sion into a central defender. 

“When Eddie came back in, he 
saw me (playing) in a different 
position. 

“I was playing in midfield but 
he wanted me to do something in 
defence. That was great. I was 
happy to do that. 

“We spent a lot of time working 
on that sort of stuff, but then I 
broke my leg in training and 
spent almost a year out with 
that.” 

Explaining his decision early 
in 2013 to move Partington fur¬ 
ther back on the pitch, Howe - 
himself a cultured centre-half 
during his own playing days - 
spoke glowingly about his young 
charge. 

“Joe is someone we have 
always enjoyed working with,” 
the manager remarked. “First 


and foremost, he has an excel¬ 
lent appetite and attitude for the 
game. 

“He is a very conscientious 
worker and a really valued 
member of the squad.” 

With performers of the calibre 
of Harry Arter, Shaun 
MacDonald and Eunan O’Kane - 
all now featuring regularly for 
the Cherries side that sits at the 
summit of the Championship - 
already in his ranks, Howe 
alluded to his squad’s “strength 
in depth” in central midfield 
areas. 

Then he expanded on the qual¬ 
ities that would enable 
Partington to apply his skills 
elsewhere. 

“We had a look at his 
(Partington’s) position and felt 
he had all the attributes to be a 
centre-half so have done a lot of 


work behind the scenes in trying 
to develop his game. He is a ver¬ 
satile performer and can play a 
lot of different positions.” 

Partington concedes that such 
praise - and Howe’s overt confi¬ 
dence in him - is well received. 

“It was definitely a positive. He 
said nice things about how he 
saw me as a football player. 

“The way they play football at 
Bournemouth is out from 
defence. 

“All the defenders there have 
got great ability on the ball. 

“I saw it (the positional 
change) as a positive and tried to 
do as much as I could to convert 
myself (into a centre-half). 

“I feel quite positive about 
being in there. 

“Obviously, it’s a different type 
of football at Eastleigh and in the 
Conference, but the fundamental 
things remain the same. 

“We do try and play a bit of 
football here, not as much as 
Bournemouth obviously, but it’s 
different circumstances. I feel 
good about it.” 

All that hard work invested in 
adapting to his new role, howev¬ 
er, came to an abrupt halt with a 
fractured tibia suffered in April 
2013. 

It was an all too familiar set¬ 
back, Partington’s progress 
since his dramatic introduction 
onto the Cherries’ scene having 
been routinely hampered by var¬ 
ious injury problems. 

In this instance, things took a 
further turn for the worse when, 
following his initial operation, 
he picked up an infection. 

Seven months after 
the ordeal Partington 
confessed that he had 
been “low enough to 
1 think about stop¬ 
ping”. 

Reflecting on that period 
of his life today, a fit and 
healthy Partington is rather 
more sanguine. 

“When you spend so long 
injured, thoughts do go through 
your head. 

“I spent a lot of time not really 
being able to do anything, then 
when I was getting fit I had to 
have four more operations to 
cure an infection. 

“ I had my leg open for a week 
or so and spent a week in hospi¬ 
tal. 

“Nothing looked that good and 
you get a bit down when you’re 
in hospital and looking at your 
leg. 

“People have been worse off 
than me and kept going, so I’ve 
got to count myself lucky that 
I’m still fit.

“I’ve had major operations and I’m 
still lucky enough to be able to play. 
People have had worse injuries 
than me and are still playing - oth¬ 
ers have had injuries that weren’t 
as bad as mine but which have 
stopped them playing.” 

Back on his feet, Partington was 
offered the chance to start 2014 with 
Aldershot; a spell that was intended 
to fulfil the dual purpose of allowing 
the player to recover his match 
legs, while acclimatising to his new 
duties ‘on-the-job’. 

Away from the plusher environs 
at Bournemouth, the defender had 
to quickly adapt to reduced sur¬ 
roundings - and a different brand of 
football. 

Partington smiles wryly as he 
recalls a “difficult night” when he 
turned out for his loan club on a 
filthy evening as the Shots slumped 
to a 4-1 defeat at Havant & 
Waterlooville in an FA Trophy 
quarter-final clash, but he consid¬ 
ers the time spent in North 
Hampshire to have been a valuable 
experience. 

“When you go to different places 
the quality of the football does 
change. That’s sometimes not 
down to ability. 

“Everyone’s got a different opin¬ 
ion on how the game should be 
played: different teams you go into, 
different players have all got differ¬ 
ent ability. 

“When I went into Aldershot I 
was in the same position (as today). 
I hadn’t played a lot of football and 
when that’s the case no one can 
really form an opinion on you to 
pick you to play. 

“I appreciated Aldershot letting 
me play and for a month I felt like I 
did alright - until I ended up getting 
injured.” 

That injury, picked up minutes 
into a game at Dartford on 
February 25 last year, forced 
Partington onto the sidelines until 
December - and has left the 24-year- 
old with a permanent reminder of 
its severity. 

“(It was) an LCL (Lateral 
Collateral Ligament) rupture and 
something else in my knee had 
popped out. 

“I had that reconstructed and 
that’s why I’ve got bolts and screws 
in my knee now - but I feel all 
right.” 

After his stay with Aldershot was 
so cruelly cut short, Partington is 
delighted that he now has the 
chance to bed in for a significant 
period of time at his latest tempo¬ 
rary home. 

That emotion is accentuated by 
the fact that he has always felt like 
a slight outsider throughout 
Bournemouth’s staggering rise

What’s more, having created such 
a notable impression with the 
Cherries so soon after arriving as a 
16-year-old following his release by 
then Premier League Portsmouth, 
Partington acknowledges that it is 
now time for him to take centre 
stage again. 

“I’ve been at Bournemouth a long 
time, but I’ve never really been 
completely a part of what’s going 
on. 

“I wasn’t in the team when I was 
younger, then I’ve had injuries and, 
more recently, when the lads were 
pushing on and being promoted 
I’ve never felt as much a part of 
what’s going on as everybody else. 

“It’s nice that, hopefully, if we can 
achieve something this year at 
Eastleigh then I’ll feel a part of that. 

“This last month I’ve felt a part of 
something. Maybe I didn’t have 


that feeling at Bournemouth 
because they’re doing so well - 
you’re out of the team, you’re 
injured and you don’t really get 
that feeling. 

“Since then (when he made his 
initial impact at Bournemouth) I’ve 
never really pushed on and, in my 
own honest opinion, I’ve never 
really done anything since (I was) 
quite an early age, for whatever 
reason. 

“Hopefully now that I’m playing 
I’ll be able to enjoy more positive 
times.” 

Since his switch to Stoneham 
Lane, Partington has been limited, 
due to the Spitfires having three 
games postponed in January, to 
three appearances for his new side. 

Nevertheless, the club’s support¬ 
ers have seen enough to realise that 
their team being assured of the 
defender’s services for the remain¬ 
der of the campaign represents 
something of a coup for Eastleigh 


boss Richard Hill. 

Being locally reared, Partington 
is perfectly placed to appreciate the 
strides being made at the Silverlake 
Stadium. 

“It’s slightly odd. When I was 
young, growing up around the 
area, I used to play football games 
all around here. 

“I used to train over the road 
when I was a kid at Portsmouth. 

“I obviously knew that Eastleigh 
were here, but it’s only in the last 
couple of years that they’ve really 
pushed on and done really well. 

“Everyone’s always been aware 
of Eastleigh as a team, but in terms 
of them kicking on and going for 
leagues, the last couple of years 
have been really strong. 

“I’ve known Greener (Eastleigh 
left-back Michael Green) a little bit 
and the year before it was well doc¬ 
umented that Eastleigh were doing 
well and pushing towards the top of 
the league. Being local, everyone 
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was hearing about it and noticing 
how well they were doing because, 
at the time, nobody expected it. 

“It’s really positive for the club 
and this year they have attracted 
players who could be playing in the 
Football League. 

“What’s going on down here is 
really positive and I’m happy to be 
a part of that.” 

Indeed, Partington doesn’t believe 
his loanee status is any bar to his 
becoming completely immersed in 
the Spitfires’ tilt at reaching the 
Conference Premier’s season con¬ 
cluding play-offs, with their poten¬ 
tial prize of promotion into the foot¬ 
ball league. 

“It’s nice to stay until the end of 
the season. I’ve come in and got on 
with the guys, got on with the man¬ 
ager and everyone here. 

“It’s a nice feeling and a relief. 

“I feel really positive about what’s 
going on, so hopefully I’ll be able to 
get a good amount of football in 


before the end of the season.” 

At the same time as Partington’s 
time with Eastleigh is due to end, so 
too will his contract at 
Bournemouth. 

Maybe staying faithful to a vow 
made late in 2013, when he was in 
the full-throes of recovery after the 
complications that arose subse¬ 
quent to his fractured tibia, the 
player is determined to cast aside 
any worries about what might hap¬ 
pen in the summer. 

Partington’s commitment 14 
months ago to “do my best every 
single day to better myself and to 
improve” rings true as he considers 
what lies ahead. 

“I’m just totally focused now on 
playing football. Whatever happens 
in the summer happens in the sum¬ 
mer. I can’t control that. 

“I’ve just got to try and control the 
things that I can, which is my foot¬ 
ball - and to do my best to play as 
well as I can between now and the 


end of the season to ultimately 
achieve something with Eastleigh. 

“Hopefully then something will 
come to me individually, whatever 
that may be.” 

If the mature and spirited 
Partington is ever in search of 
inspiration as he goes about rejuve¬ 
nating his career, then he won’t be 
short of sources. 

Firstly, there is the inside view he 
has been granted to Howe’s trans¬ 
formation of AFC Bournemouth. 

There is actually, reveals 
Partington, no great secret to the 
methods that have bred such 
unprecedented success in Dorset. 

“It’s the hard work that they put 
in. It’s relentless, every day. 
Everything is done with so much 
care. 

“All the training is specific 
towards playing football. It’s no 
accident that the lads play such 
good football on a Saturday and on 
a Tuesday night, because every day 
in training they’re working on 
these things as a group and individ¬ 
ually. 

“Lads are staying behind in train¬ 
ing, or getting out early for training. 
Everything is worked on. 

“At the start of this season I saw a 
lot of football at Bournemouth. I’ve 
been there for a long time and this 
year really is the best football that 
Bournemouth have ever played - 
and possibly (the best) in the 
Championship at the moment.” 

Beyond reaping the benefits of 
seeing first-hand the results of his 
Cherries’ colleagues’ training 
ground industry, Partington can 
look for motivation to the for¬ 
tunes of some of his contempo¬ 
raries when he was earning eight 
caps for Wales’ under-21 side (a 
nation he qualifies to play for 
through his Welsh mother, Tina). 

Newcastle United’s Paul 
Dummett, Jazz Richards, on loan 
with Fulham from Swansea City, 
and Jonny Williams of Crystal 
Palace have all gone on to win 
full international honours. 

Accordingly, that Premier 
League trio’s progress offers 
encouragement to the player who 
served as their captain in Brian 
Flynn’s young Welsh team. 

“It’s nice to see those guys 
doing so well. They’re all great 
players. 

“Like I said with Bournemouth, 
it’s no accident that those lads 
are doing so well because they 
are very good players. There is a 
reason why they were in the 
(Wales) under-21 squad and are 
now in the first-team squad. 

“Where they are is testament to 
how hard they’ve worked. 

“It’s something for me to look 
up to because I have played with 
those players and now they’re 
doing so well. 

“If I can take on what I’m doing - 
and stay fit, because I do feel that I 
have been held back, but I can’t 
keep using that as an excuse, I don’t 
want to talk about it all the time - 
I’d like to kick on now. 

“I’m 24 so quite young. I’ve got 
time now to hopefully kick on and 
make a career for myself.”

Saints Spotlight 



RYAN Bertrand this week became 
the 24th permanent signing by 
Saints during a winter transfer 
window. 

The window opened for the first time in 
2003 when Saints splashed out £4m on two 
players - Danny Higginbotham and David 
Prutton. 

Here, ADAM LEITCH looks back at the 
deals and decides whether they were a suc¬ 
cess or not.

Danny Higginbotham, Derby, £1.25m 

A Gordon Strachan signing right at the end 
of the first January transfer window, 
Higginbotham proved a versatile defender 
for Saints, operating at both left back and 
centre half. 

Sadly for he and fellow January 2003 sign¬ 
ing David Prutton, they joined Saints at the 
very peak of their most recent successes, and 
then were at the club as it all tailed off. 

Higginbotham managed over 100 appear¬ 
ances for Saints before a move to Stoke 
where he enjoyed several more years of top 
flight football. 

There was a bizarre end to his career when 
he made his international debut for Gibraltar 
in a friendly against Slovakia in November 
2013 at the age of 34, qualifying through his 
maternal grandmother. 

In January 2014, Higginbotham retired 
from club football - he had been playing 
Conference Premier football for Chester - 
but made two more international appear¬ 
ances for Gibraltar until his international 
retirement two months later. 

HIT 

David Prutton, Nottingham Forest, 
£2.5m 

An intriguing character who had a host of 
highs and lows at Saints. 

Prutton initially promised so much and his 
gritty midfield performances suggested a 
career that would be spent at the highest ech¬ 
elons of the game. 

However, it never quite happened for him. 

The nadir at Saints came when he received 
a lengthy ban for shoving a linesman at St 
Mary’s after being sent off against Arsenal in 
February 2005, which didn’t help their 
doomed battle for Premier League survival. 

There were good displays at Saints but he 
was eventually released, despite being one of 
the club’s most expensive ever signings. 

Now 33, he is without a club, having ended 
last season on loan at Coventry prior to 
being released by Sheffield Wednesday. 

MISS 

2003/04 

Paul Smith, Brentford, £250,000 

Life at Saints was very stop-start for Paul 
Smith.He was a deputy for Antti Niemi and 
never really got going under his own steam 
when he got given the opportunities. 

After two and half years at Saints, which 
had yielded just 22 appearances, he was sold 
to Nottingham Forest.

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Later signed for Middlesbrough before 
joining Southend in the summer of 2012. 

Has made just one appearance in the 
League Cup this season. 

MISS 

Stephen Crainey, Celtic, £500,000 

Gordon Strachan brought in Crainey to 
give himanother option at left back. But 
Strachan was gone within weeks and 
Crainey had left before the start of the next 
season, moving to Leeds. 

He featured in only five games for Saints, 
none of which they won. 

Signed for Blackpool in 2007 and during a 
six-year stay helped the Tangerines win a 
place in the Premier League in 2009/10. 

Signed for League 1 club Fleetwood Town 
last summer, and he has been a regular. 

MISS 


Jamie Redknapp, Tottenham, 

free . 

As Harry Redknapp battled desper¬ 
ately to build a squad capable of keeping 
Saints in the Premier League, he called 
upon son Jamie to come and help him out. 

In truth, it was a case of nothing ventured, 
nothing gained as Redknapp junior cost 
nothing and then hung up his boots at the 
end of the season. 

His signing at least gave Saints a bit of 
hope and he did put in some good perfor¬ 
mances in his brief stint of 17 games at the 
club. 

He proved to be one of his dad’s better St 
Mary’s deals, not that that is saying much.

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Nigel 
Quashie, 

Portsmouth, £2.1m 

Whole-hearted foot¬ 
baller who crossed the 
Portsmouth divide to follow 
Redknapp over to St Mary’s. 

He gave it a good go but could¬ 
n’t help keep Saints up. 


The midfielder was gone again a year later, 
joining West Bromwich Albion for almost 
£lm less than Saints had paid for him.

Another Redknapp signing to try to bolster 
Saints’ survival prospects, but another that 
didn’t pay dividends with Premier League rel¬ 
egation being confirmed. 

Saints paid out £400,000 for the left back’s 
services but he left just seven months later 
for Rangers.

Bartosz Bialkowski, Gornik 
Zabrze, £50,000 

When he was recruited by 


George Burley and goalkeeping 
coach Malcolm Webster as a teenag¬ 
er from Poland, so much was expect¬ 
ed. 

Bialkowski didn’t have to wait for his 
chance either and was superb on his first 

run in the team, which was brought to a sad 
end by a tear of his cruciate ligament in an 
FA Cup game at Newcastle just a month after 
his arrival. 

Bialkowski was never been quite the same, 
though did give the club six years of service 
before he was released in 2012. 

He spent two years as a regular at Notts 
County before signing for Ipswich, for whom 
he featured in an FA Cup replay against 
Saints last month.

Bit of a mixed bag at Saints.Became an icon¬ 
ic character because of his long hair and 
beard, having joined with a bit of a fanfare 
and expectation on his shoulders. 

Didn’t let anybody down when he played, 
but that wasn’t too often. 

In two and a half years at Saints he made 
just 49 appearances for the club but is still 
fondly remembered.

2008/09 

Lee Molyneux, Everton, free 

A signing that never took off. 

Molyneux was a capture Saints were quite 
proud of, such was his reputation at Everton 
as a youngster. 

However, not long after joining and break¬ 
ing into the team he was sent off on his fourth 
appearance against Swansea. 

Saints were relegated and Molyneux, sur¬ 
plus to requirements after just four appear¬ 
ances for the club, was released from his con¬ 
tract by mutual consent a year early. 

MISS 

Ryan Smith, Millwall, free 

After a good display at Watford, Mark Wotte 
hailed Ryan Smith as having world class abil¬ 
ities - he just needed to produce it more con¬ 
sistently. 

That never happened at Saints who were 
relegated in his one season at the club.

2009/10 

Jose Fonte, CrystalPalace, £1.2m 

The Portuguese centre half has been an 
excellent signing for Saints. 

When he joined, then boss Alan Pardew 
identified Fonte as a player that could go 
through the leagues with Saints and repre¬ 
sent the club in the Premier League. 

Fonte dropped down a division to join Saints

SAINTS were looking to do the 
double over QPR this season in 
the Premier League when the 
two sides meet at Loftus Road 
this weekend. 

A lot has changed since Saints last 
travelled to face Rangers. 

It was November 2012 when Nigel 
Adkins’ men visited London for 
what turned out to be Mark 
Hughes’s last game in charge of the 
hosts. 

Saints, who had previously only 
won once in 11 top flight games in 
2012/13, came away with a 3-1 win 
that led to Hughes getting the boot 
in the process. 

Here the Sports Pink has charted 
all of Saints’ league trips to QPR: 

January 29, 1949 
QPR 1 Saints 3 

Saints, who finished third, moved 
to the top of Division 2 thanks to this 
victory. Charlie Wayman, top-scor¬ 
er with 32 goals that term, hit the 
opener before Bill Ellerington made 
it 2-0 from the spot. George Curtis 
got the third late on. 

August 27, 1949 
QPR 1 Saints 0 

Saints lost their third game on the 
bounce in an uninspired start to the 
1949/50 campaign. They ended up 
fourth in the second tier. 

March 23, 1951 
QPR 2 Saints 0 

For the second season running, 
Saints failed to score at Loftus Road. 

This was Saints’ second clash with 
Rangers in the space of three days, 
following a 2-2 draw at The Dell. 

March 8, 1952 
QPR 2 Saints 1 

Rangers finished bottom of the sec¬ 
ond division but still managed to 
beat lower mid-table Saints. 

Eric Day’s header levelled for the 
visitors after Rangers had gone 
ahead in the opening minute, with 
the hosts winning it eight minutes 
from time. 

September 7, 1953 
QPR 0 Saints 1 

Saints had just come off a poor sea¬ 
son, having finished second to bot¬ 
tom and joining QPR in Division 3 
South. 

They bounced back from relega¬ 
tion well as they started the season 
by winning seven of their opening 
nine games, including this one. 
John Hoskins netted the only goal 
just past half hour. A week later 
Saints beat QPR 3-1 at The Dell. 

October 9, 1954 
QPR 2 Saints 2 

Saints finished third and were in 
good form when they travelled to 
Loftus Road. John Flood levelled on 
30 minutes before Tommy Mulgrew 
put Saints 2-1 up seven minutes 
later. Rangers equalised just past 
the hour. 


QPR 4 Saints 0 

Saints made up for this poor result 
by thrashing Rangers by the same 
deficit on Christmas Eve at The 
Dell. 

September 22, 1956 
QPR 1 Saints 2 

New signing from Sunderland, 
Jimmy Shields, made an instant 
impact. He scored 18 goals that 
season, and notched his seventh 
and eight goals of the campaign 
here after Rangers had gone 
ahead. 


January 18, 1958 
QPR 3 Saint 2 

Saints were 3-0 down by the 40th 
minute, and replied in the second 
half through John Sydenham and 
Don Roper 

Saints had thrashed QPR 5-0 at 
The Dell earlier that season. 

November 8, 1958 
QPR 2 Saints 2 

Tommy Mulgrew levelled after 
QPR took the lead in the second 
minute. Charlie Livesey gave Saints 
the lead but Rangers pegged them 


back with 13 minutes left. 

March 26, 1960 
QPR 0 Saints 1 

Gordon Brown netted his second 
in three games in frenetic match to 
seal an important win. 

Saints were crowned champions of 
Division 3, doing the double over 
Rangers in the process. 

September 28, 1968 
QPR 1 Saints 1 

The sides met in the top-flight of 
English football for the first time.

August 25, 1973

On the opening day of the 1973/74 
season, Mick Channon, who went 
on to score 21 goals that season, hit 
a 69th minute leveller after QPR 
took the lead on the hour. 

Saints beat QPR at The Dell the 


following April, but they were rele¬ 
gated to Division 2 while Rangers 
finished in the top half. 

February 24, 1979 
QPR 0 Saints 1 

Saints were back in Division 1 
after finishing runners-up to Bolton 
Wanderers in the second tier. 

Nick Holmes hit the only goal at 
Loftus Road and QPR were relegat¬ 
ed at the end of the season. 

March 24, 1984 
QPR 4 Saints 0 


During Saints’ best ever top-flight 
season, this was a horrific blemish - 
their heaviest defeat of the season 
on a plastic pitch. 

Saints were four down by the 64th 
minute. 

February 2, 1985 
QPR 0 Saints 4 

Saints atoned for the previous sea¬ 
son’s loss by inflicting a 4-0 defeat 
on Rangers. 

In the last of five meetings 
between the teams that season, Joe 
Jordan opened the scoring before 


Danny Wallace, Dave Armstrong 
and Steve Moran completed the 
rout. 

March 11, 1986 
QPR 0 Saints 2 

Twenty three minutes into his 
Saints debut, Stuart McManus, who 
made just two appearances for the 
club on a non-contract basis, netted 
the opener. 

Glenn Cockerill doubled the lead. 

Saints did the double over QPR 
that season after a 3-0 win at The 
Dell. 

January 24, 1987 
QPR 2 Saints 1 

Saints had thrashed QPR on the 
opening day of that season 5-1, but 
come January Chris Nicholl’s men 
had not won in six games. 

They continued that poor run in 
this one, Jimmy Case scoring the 
visitors’ goal.

IN A week when Lance Armstrong sur¬ 
faced in a series of stage-managed TV 
interviews, stealthily manoeuvring into a 
position that could conceivably see his 
lifetime cycling ban lifted, it seems appro¬ 
priate to consider cycling’s considerably 
more acceptable side in the form of 
Nicole Cooke’s outstanding autobiogra¬ 
phy. 

Nicole Cooke is the very antithesis of 
everything Lance Armstrong was and 
stands for. She remains the only rider 
ever to have become World and Olympic 
champion in the same year. She was also 
the first British cyclist to achieve the rank 
of world number one, although frustrat- 
ingly, for her and legions of cycling fans 
who appreciated the significance of her 
achievement, it was a status that deliv¬ 
ered little in terms of either media profile 
or wealth. 

Prior to the mid-noughties, cycling was 
still deemed a minority sport, considered 
an almost exclusively male preserve, its 
reputation tarnished by widespread accu¬ 
sations of drug-taking. As a woman in a 
man’s sport, Cooke’s achievements were, 
as a consequence, overlooked and while 
she’s not bitter 
about this, she cer¬ 
tainly believes more 
could have been 
done by the people 
running the sport to 
promote it more 
effectively. 

This is where 
Cooke really opens 
up; there are plenty 
of sporting biogra¬ 
phies described as 
‘frank and outspoken’, but very few actu¬ 
ally live up to the jacket cover hype. The 
Breakaway is different. 

Cooke is generous in her praise for 
those who helped her career, but she 
pulls no punches when naming others, 
often those in positions of authority, who 
she considers either stupid, incompetent, 
or downright malevolent. What makes 
Cooke’s criticism effective is her willing¬ 
ness to acknowledge the times when she 
was wrong. 

Yet The Breakaway is no diatribe. At its 
heart, it is a compelling tale of sporting 
ambition and determination which result¬ 
ed in Cooke becoming one of Britain’s 
greatest-ever cyclists. 

First published in hardback last year, 
The Breakaway will appear in paperback 
format later this month - around the time 
that Armstrong will learn whether he can 
get officially back on his bike. Sports fans 
should buy this book in order to read the 
story of a female rider who loves cycling 
with a passion, not someone who now 
considers it a means to an end.

THE Southampton Stars against

Could this really become a reality 
in the next few years? 

For many of those hooked on the 
thrill-fest that was this year’s Big 
Bash, the Australian T20 tourna¬ 
ment won by a Perth Scorchers side 
including Hampshire duo Michael 
Carberry and Yasir Arafat, it is the 
sort of fixture needed to reinvigo¬ 
rate domestic cricket. 

Carbs will no doubt find 
Hampshire’s opening T20 Blast 
game against the Essex Eagles a lit¬ 
tle anti-climactic after the 
razzmatazz of the Big Bash. 

After introducing one-day cricket 
to the world in 1963 and the 
Twenty20 format 40 years later, the 
consensus is that English cricket 
has been left behind over the last 
decade. 

So what is wrong with the domes¬ 
tic T20 format as it stands? 

It has been evolving since its 
inception but not necessarily for 
the better. 

Originally, it consisted of three 
groups of six, with five group 
games. The winners qualified for 
Finals Day along with the best run¬ 
ners-up. 

DEAD RUBBERS 

Two years later, in 2005, the quar¬ 
ter-final stage was introduced and 
in 2006 each county played an extra 
three group games. 

By 2008 there were a total of ten 
group games, ensuring the teams 
played each other home and away. 

But that was not enough for the 
organisers of the rebranded Friends 
Life T20 in 2010, which insisted on 
no fewer than 16 group games 
across just two groups (north and 
south). 

The result? 

A plethora of dead rubbers 
(although that tournament is 
remembered for the best final in the 
competition’s history

against Somerset at the Rose Bowl). 

At this point the goose that laid 
the golden egg was feeling very 
poorly indeed. 

So in 2012 and 2013 the Friends 
Life t20 reverted to the 2008/09 
Twenty20 Cup format, with three 
groups of six playing ten games. 

Then, last year, the competition 
was rebranded as the T20 Blast. 

We were back to two groups of 
nine playing a nonsensical 14 games 
(so counties play six, but not two, of 


their rival counties home and 
away) with the appointment-to- 
view introduction of regular Friday 
night cricket - meaning the earlier- 
than-ever start to a T20 tournament 
of May 16. 

We will have the same imbalance 
this season with Hampshire playing 
Surrey and Gloucestershire just 
once, in the midst of home and away 
fixtures against the south group’s 
other counties. 

But with ECB chairman Giles 
Clarke set to be replaced by 
Yorkshire’s Colin Graves, hopes are 
high in certain quarters that a root- 
and-branch review of the English 
game will pave the way for a city- 
based T20 League built on the same 
model as the Indian Premier 
League and the Big Bash. 

Should the IPL and the BBL be 
replicated, it would mean eight 


franchises playing each other home 
and away in a one-division league 
format, with the top four contesting 
the semi-finals and final. 

Like the BBL, which has eight city 
sides instead of the six states that 
compete in the first-class Sheffield 
Shield, an EPL would almost cer¬ 
tainly mean a breakaway from the 
traditional 18-county format. 

MID-SEASON BREAK 

The Sheffield Shield will resume 
next week after a two-month hiatus 
for Victoria, Western Australia, 
Tasmania, New South Wales, South 
Australia, Queensland. 

It is probable that any plans for an 
EPL would see the counties have a 
similar mid-season break. 

Fast forward to June 2017 and 
instead of the County

big crowds and, ultimately, it is 
bums on seats that the suits are 
after. 

It is true that more overseas play¬ 
ers would be able to play if the com¬ 
petition was condensed into one 
month instead of three (again, a 
return to the original 2003 format). 

But would more big names, cities 
instead of the shires and the reduc¬ 
tion of 18 teams to eight make that 
much difference? 

Possibly. 

We would probably have bigger 
crowds although I find it hard to 
believe that we would average any¬ 
where near 20,000 (the capacities of 
our cricket stadia are not much 
more than this). 

You never know ’til you try, but 
we know from experience that 
scheduling the games in a shorter 
time period increases the chance of 
a wet spell ruining the tournament 
(the Australian climate has also 
contributed to the success of the Big 
Bash). 

When it comes to the logistics of 
squeezing another competition into 
the calendar, I agree with 
Hampshire chairman Rod 
Bransgrove and director of cricket 
Giles White, who believe the 
County Championship should 
become three divisions of six 
instead of two of nine. 

That would free up enough days 
and should also increase the inten¬ 
sity of the first class/four-day 
matches with more 

preparation/rest time improving 
the quality. 

TERRESTRIAL TELEVISION 

But I am also of the belief that 
showing the current T20 competi¬ 
tion on terrestrial television would 
do more to improve cricket’s popu¬ 
larity than any changes to the 
structure (it is no coincidence that 
cricket participation has been on a 
steady decline since 2005 - the year 
England’s home Tests left our 
screens for Sky). 

That is not to say there should not 
be changes but all options should be 
considered. We should not go down 
the copycat route for the sake of it. 

What works in India and 
Australia does not necessarily work 
over here. 

We should not feel inferior, to the 
rest of the world. We are more than 
capable of repackaging the game we 
invented once again. 

I like the idea, tweeted earlier this 
month by Michael Vaughan, of 
turning the current T20 competi¬ 
tion into an FA Cup-style knockout 
including clubs and minor counties. 

How about this alongside a 
Europe-wide T20 comp to include 
the likes of the Glasgow Gladiators 
and the Amsterdam Aces, but 
screened on freeview channels 
instead of Sky. 

Not the most lucrative option per¬ 
haps, but broadening its reach is in 
English cricket’s best long-term 
interests. 


the wheel. It would bring us back 
full circle to the early years of the 
Twenty20 Cup, with no quarter¬ 
final stage and only seven group 
games (why the eight BBL teams 
play eight pool matches is beyond 
me). 

It is the marketing of the BBL that 
makes it so successful, along with 
the interactivity of the televised 
experience. 

For some reason, people find it 
easier to relate to their nearest city 
(Perth Scorchers, Melbourne 
Renegades, Melbourne Stars, 
Sydney Sixers, Sydney Thunder, 
Hobart Hurricanes, Adelaide 
Strikers and Brisbane Heat) than 
their state. 

So much so that the average Big 
Bash crowd is 23,000 (the T20 Blast 
averages crowds of about 5,200). 

What players want most of all is

PABLO LARRAZABAL’S encounter with 
stinging insects was rather more dramatic 
than Federer’s. 

The Spaniard, pictured below, was playing 
at the Malaysian Open last year when he was 
suddenly attacked by a swarm of hornets. He 
was stung more than 20 times and escaped 
by jumping into a nearby lake. 

“They were three times the size of bees,” 
said Larrazabal. “I didn’t know what to do. 

My caddie told me to run so I start running 
like a crazy guy, but the hornets were still 

there, so the other players 
told me to jump in the 
lake. It was the scari¬ 
est moment of my 
career.” 

Remarkably, 
Larrazabal climbed 
out of the lake and 
made a birdie. 

ENGLAND’S quarter¬ 
final against Brazil at the 
1962 World Cup had to be 
halted by a canine invasion a few minutes 
into the match. 

Brazilians Gilmar and Garrincha failed to 
stop the dog, but Jimmy Greaves got down 
on all fours and grabbed hold of it. The dog 
left its mark, though, by urinating all over the 
England striker. Legend has it Garrincha 
found the incident so funny he adopted the 
dog. 



The Tour de France has seen plenty of ani¬ 
mal incursions over the years. One of the 
most famous of recent times came in 2007 
when German cyclist MARCUS 
BURGHARDT was unable to avoid a 
labrador that had ambled into the road. 

Burghardt went over his handlebars and lay 
on the road while the bemused-looking dog 
got to its feet and wandered off. Both animal 
and rider emerged relatively unscathed. In 
2010, meanwhile, the peloton had to stop to 
allow a flock of sheep to cross their path. 


American golfer STEVE LOWERY was feel¬ 
ing rather pleased with himself at The Players 
Championship in 1998 after hitting an excel¬ 
lent approach shot to the island green on the 
17th hole. 

But he then had to watch helplessly as a 
seagull picked up the ball and dropped it into 
the water. Fortunately for Lowery, the rules 
allowed him to replace the ball with no penal¬ 
ty- 


A Swiss Super League match between FC 
Thun and Zurich was interrupted in 2013 
when a pine marten ran on to the pitch. 

Zurich’s LORIS BENITO showed reflexes a 
goalkeeper would be proud of to perform a 
diving catch on the animal and was bitten on 
the finger for his troubles. 


Deportivo Pereira defender LUIS MORENO 
had only himself to blame for the animal inci¬ 
dent that brought him notoriety. 

During a Colombian league match in 2011 
between Deportivo and Atletico Junior, 
Atletico’s owl mascot flew onto the pitch and 
was struck by the ball. 

While officials debated what to do with the 
stunned bird, Moreno kicked it off the pitch. 
The owl was taken to a veterinary centre but 
later died from shock. 

Panama international Moreno apologised to 
the “whole Colombian nation” after receiving 
death threats. He was subsequently banned 
for two matches, fined and ordered to do 
community service at a zoo.

WITH the World Cup getting under way in 
Australia and New Zealand next week, the 
Sports Pink looks at ten facts from either 
past competitions or the forthcoming edi¬ 
tion: 

1) England’s failure to emerge victorious in any of the 
TEN stagings of the tournament is notorious although 
only five countries have lifted the trophy. 

Australia (1987,1999, 2003 and 2007) are the most 
successful with four wins, West Indies (1975 and 
1979) and India (1983 and 2011) have each bagged a 
brace, while Pakistan (1992) and Sri Lanka (1996) hold 
one victory each. 

2) England held the first three tournaments and since 
then the competition has been shared round the Test¬ 
playing nations. 

Apart from 1999 and 2007, when England and West 
Indies were the respective sole hosts, two or even 
three nations in close proximity to each other have 
shared the duties. England will host the next edition in 
2019, with India being awarded the 2023 competition. 

3) Australia, England, India, New Zealand, Pakistan, 

Sri Lanka and West Indies are the only teams to have 
played every single edition of the tournament. 
Zimbabwe have competed in all but the first two 
events while South Africa have played from 1992 
onwards after being accepted back as a Test nation 
the previous year. Afghanistan will take part for the 
first time this year after getting through 
qualifying. 

4) Former India batsman Sachin 
Tendulkar, right, is the leading 
run-scorer with 2,278 across 
six competitions from 1992- 
2011, while ex-Australia seamer 
Glenn McGrath has taken the 
most wickets with 71 scalps in 
four events from 1996-2007. 

5) East Africa was the eighth participant at the very 
first tournament in 1975. The cricket team represent¬ 
ing Kenya, Uganda, Tanzania and Zambia have never 
featured again. 

Namibia (2003) and Bermuda (2007) are the other 
teams to have only played in one edition while the 
United Arab Emirates will take part in their second 
competition this year, having previously played in 
1996. 

6) The winners of this event will receive just under four 
million US dollars, with the runners-up getting US 
1.975million. 

Four years ago, India were awarded US 3million while 
Sri Lanka were given US 1.5million. 

7) Melbourne, Sydney, Adelaide, Brisbane, Perth, 
Hobart and Canberra are the Australian venues this 
year, while matches in New Zealand will be held at 
Auckland, Wellington, Napier, Christchurch, Hamilton, 
Dunedin and Nelson. England will split their time 
between the two countries, with three Pool A matches 
each in Australia and New Zealand. 

8) Anderson Cummins (West Indies and Canada), 
Kepler Wessels (Australia and South Africa) and Ed 
Joyce and Eoin Morgan (both Ireland and England) are 
the four players to have represented two different 
countries. 




9) Only the FIFA World Cup and 
Summer Olympics receive larger 
coverage than cricket’s global 
extravaganza. It is televised in 
more than 200 countries to 
more than two billion television 
viewers. 


10) Since 1992, a man of the 
tournament award has been 
given at the end of each finals. 

Martin Crowe, Sanath Jayasuriya, 

Lance Klusener, Tendulkar, McGrath and Yuvraj 
Singh, above, have each won the prestigious award.

THE Cricket World Cup gets 
under way on Valentine’s Day 
but I am one of many who 
has fallen out of love with the 
tournament. 

Granted, it has provided some 
wonderful moments and lasting 
memories but its format contin¬ 
ues to confuse and frustrate. 

Unlike its football equivalent, 
which has remained the same for 
the last five editions - eight 
groups of four followed by a 
knockout stage that begins with 
the round-of-16 - the Cricket 
World Cup is in a constant state 
of flux. 

The 2015 edition gets off to a 
mouth-watering start with 
England against Australia in 
Melbourne (New Zealand v Sri 
Lanka begins in Christchurch a 
few hours earlier) but we have a 
month of group matches, most of 
which will be irrelevant in decid¬ 
ing the eventual winner. 

SHOCK 

There is sure to be the odd 
shock result but the league for¬ 
mat means it would be a major 
surprise if any of the smaller 
nations was to break into the 
quarter-finals - which begin 
more than a month after the 
opening game. 

Australia, New Zealand, Sri 
Lanka and England are the clear 
favourites to qualify from Pool A. 
Bangladesh will be determined to 
have a say but Scotland and 
Afghanistan are there to make 
up the numbers. 

And Pakistan, India, South 
Africa and West Indies should 
qualify at the expense of Ireland, 
UAE and Zimbabwe from Pool B. 

I have no problem with the 
smaller countries taking part. In 
fact I would prefer four groups of 
four - as was the case in 2007 - 
but with the quarter-finals that 
have been reintroduced this year 
instead of the ‘Super Eights’. 

That way there are less dead 
rubbers, the biggest turn-off for 
any sports fan. 

A Test Championship would be 
a better way to decide the globe’s 
best cricket nation, but logistical- 
ly that is much more difficult to 
get right. 

With the 50-over format, how¬ 
ever, the ICC has no excuse. 

Maybe I have also become disil¬ 
lusioned with the World Cup 
because of England’s continual 
failures. 

I still remember smuggling a 
transistor radio into my science 
class to listen to England’s World 
Cup final defeat against Pakistan 
in 1992 (we lost despite the best 
efforts of Neil Fairbrother and 
Derek Pringle). 

Incidentally, next week’s big 
game will be England’s first 
World Cup match at the 
Melbourne Cricket Ground since 
that 22-run defeat. 

Hopefully this will be our best 
World Cup performance since 
then. 

It will not be difficult - England

have not reached the semi-finals 
since 1992. 

There will be no Hampshire 
involvement at this World Cup 
but it has not been a particularly 
happy tournament for the county 
since Gordon Greenidge won the 
first two editions with the West 
Indies in 1975 and 1979. 

Trevor Jesty failed to get a 
game despite being included in 
England’s 1983 squad, when 
Greenidge was a losing finalist. 

And Kevin Pietersen, in 2007, is 
the only Hampshire player to 


have represented England at a 
World Cup since Robin Smith in 
1992. 

HARDEST DECISION 

But even Smith missed out on 
playing in the World Cup final, 
despite recovering from injury, 
with Graham Gooch preferring 
to stick with Allan Lamb in what 
he described as the hardest deci¬ 
sion he had ever had to make. 

And England’s quarter-final 
defeat to eventual winners Sri 


Lanka in 1996 was one of the last 
international appearances of 
Smith’s career - a miserable way 
to end it. 

More recently, Shane Warne’s 
return to Hampshire as captain 
was delayed when he tested posi¬ 
tive for a banned diuretic in the 
build-up to the 2003 World Cup. 

Had this World Cup been 
played last year Michael 
Carberry would have been in 
contention for a squad place but 
James Vince should be a key 
player in 2019...

BAT DEBATE 
‘lRIDICULOUS ' 
- MORGAN 


ENGLAND captain Eoin 
Morgan believes the growing 
debate over the size of mod¬ 
ern bats is “absolutely 
ridiculous” as the 
International Cricket Council 
considers a clampdown. 

ICC chief executive Dave 
Richardson suggested earlier this 
week that lawmakers could look 
to reduce the size of bats - most 
significantly their depth - amid 
fears the balance of the game has 
shifted too far towards batsmen. 

A host of batting records have 
fallen in the recent past - with 
more expected to fall at the 
Cricket World Cup, South Africa’s 
AB de Villiers clubbing the fastest 
one-day century, from 31 balls, 
last month while India opener 
Rohit Sharma hit a record 264 in 
November last year. 

Morgan, however, thinks those 
blaming bat sizes are missing the 
point. 

Instead the 28-year-old believes 
recent rule changes in the 50-over 
format have conspired to boost 
scoring with the move to allow a 
maximum of four fielders outside 
the ring at any point, plus the use 
of two new balls, more likely fac¬ 
tors. 

“I think it is ridiculous, absolute¬ 
ly ridiculous,” he said. 

“The fact that you can concen¬ 
trate on the bat size when the rule 
change has been made so that you 
bowl with two new balls - the ball 
is never any older than 25 overs 
and you have an extra man in the 
circle. 

“I think that is a point in itself. 
The bat size (debate) is ridicu¬ 
lous.” 

REGULATED 

At present the length and width 
of the bats is regulated, but the 
depth has become the talking 
point as manufacturers have 
developed new ways to increase 
the size of the ‘sweet spot’. 

Last year a report commissioned 
by the Marylebone Cricket Club - 
the lawmakers of the game - 
found the thickness of edges on 
modern bats had increased 300 per 
cent and in turn the ‘sweet spot’ 
has grown two-and-a-half times 
larger. 

Those figures have led 
Richardson to suggest the laws 
should at least be reviewed. 

Only last July the MCC’s World 
Cricket Committee - which fea¬ 
tures former Australia skipper 
Steve Waugh - elected not to 
change the rules regarding bat 
sizes. 

Australia opener David Warner 
and West Indies’ Chris Gayle are 
two players who have come into 
focus for the size of their bats but 
Morgan, a batsman himself, has 
not felt any unfair advantage has 
been gained. 

“I haven’t come across a bat yet 
where I’ve said: ‘This is ridicu¬ 
lous, this should be outlawed’,” he 
added. 

Morgan was speaking in Sydney, 
where England have assembled 
for the final part of their World 
Cup preparations, and was equal¬ 
ly bullish when asked to assess his 
side’s chances of lifting the World 
Cup for the first time. 

“We’re here to win the World 
Cup. That’s the bottom line,” he 
said. 

“Like every other team we’re 


here to get the best out of our¬ 
selves and us at our best we can 
win this World Cup. 

“It is certainly the most talented 
squad I’ve ever been a part of.” 

WRITTEN OFF 

England’s World Cup hopes had 
been written off by many even 
before they arrived in Australia 
last month for the Tri-Series, 
when they defied expectation to 


reach the final. 

Twice they convincingly beat 
world champions India, although 
any growing belief was tempered 
with a third successive defeat to 
Australia in last week’s final at 
the WACA Ground. 

Morgan’s men relinquished a 
winning position in Perth, just as 
they had in Hobart in the previous 
game, and while the captain 
knows performances must be 
turned into wins there is reason to

believe they are closing the gap on 
the top sides. 

“We’re in good shape. We’ve had 
a very productive month or so,” 
Morgan added. 

“We have got a lot out of playing 
against good opposition, particu¬ 
larly the games we’ve played 
against Australia. 

“We’ve covered a lot of bases, 
probably more so than I thought 
we would to be in this position.” 

Morgan concedes one area of 
minor concern is his own form. 

After hitting a century against 
Australia in the Tri-Series opener 
the left-hander has twice suffered 
first-ball dismissals and admits he 
would have liked to have played a 
match-winning hand. 

“That’s a big emphasis on the 
team and we’ve done that so far,” 
he said. 

“I’ve not done it yet, which has 
been disappointing but I think I’m 
in a good place and a good head 
space for where we are at the 
moment.”

They got their Duckworth-Lewis sums wrong to exit 
at the group stage as hosts in 2003, crumbled in the 
2007 semi-final and failed to chase 222 last time out. 
They have also come up short in the World Twenty20 
and their results simply do not do justice to the talent 
in their ranks. Can they turn the corner under AB de 
Villiers’ captaincy? 


HAVE ENGLAND FOUND THE RIGHT BLEND IN 
THE TOP ORDER? 



The emergence of Moeen Ali, below, has helped 
Peter Moores balance his side, with the 

Worcestershire man’s batting and off- 
spin allowing for both a full- 
strength seam selection and a 
strong batting line-up. 

This has been especially appar¬ 
ent with his dynamic showings 
at the top of the order in white- 
ball cricket and Ian Bell’s Tri-

CAN INDIA GET TO GRIPS WITH AUSTRALIAN 
CONDITIONS? 

Indications from the pre-tournament Tri-Series 
against Australia and England do not offer encour¬ 
agement. 

India lost all of their completed games, were bowled 
out for 153 and 200 against England and took only 
14 wickets in three innings. 

Even the positives from the series serve only to 
reflect a historic trend - Ajinkya Rahane and Shikhar 
Dhawan’s stand of 83 against England second time 
around was the best by an Indian opening pair at the 
WACA Ground by a clear 20 runs. They have the tal¬ 
ent but must overcome the weight of history if they 
are to succeed this time around. 


A LAST HURRAH FOR ‘SANGAWARDENE’? 

Sri Lanka’s batting stalwarts Kumar Sangakkara, 
below, and Mahela Jayawardene will be playing in 
their last global tournament, with the 
latter retiring from internationaf 
cricket altogether while 
Sangakkara considers playing 
on in Tests only.

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SIX OF THE BEST 
WORLD CUP MATCHES

FINAL, JUNE 21 1975, LORD’S 
WEST INDIES BEAT 
AUSTRALIA BY 17 RUNS 
The indomitable West Indies 
held on to become the first 
world champions in a Lord’s 
thriller which ended at 8.45pm 
on a balmy evening. Windies 
captain Clive Lloyd led by 
example with a thunderous 102 
to set the Aussies a stiff target 
of 292. Australia raced to 81 
for one in reply but then spec¬ 
tacularly contributed to their 
own downfall with five run¬ 
outs. Jeff Thomson and Dennis 
Lillee revived hopes with a 
last-wicket stand of 41, but - 
inevitably - poor running 
ended their resistance with 
eight balls remaining. 


FINAL, JUNE 25 1983, LORD’S 

INDIA BEAT WEST INDIES BY 
43 RUNS 

India dethroned back-to-back 
champions West Indies with a 
stunning fightback in a low- 
scoring match with historic 
consequences. India had 
seemed beaten 
as they were 
bowled out 
for just 183, 
but West 
Indian 
compla¬ 
cency then 
set in. 

Madan Lai 
sparked a col¬ 
lapse with three 
quick wickets, and the 
favourites dramatically 
slumped to 66 for six. Jeff 
Dujon and Malcolm Marshall, 
pictyred, threatened to turn 
things around, but Mohinder 
Amarnath removed them both 
to spark Indian 
celebrations - and embolden 
the national psyche to spawn 
the modern superpower of 
world cricket. 

SEMI-FINAL, MARCH 14 1996, 
CHANDIGARH - AUSTRALIA 
BEAT WEST INDIES BY FIVE 
RUNS 

Victory over New Zealand in a 
high-scoring quarter-final, fol¬ 
lowed by a long journey to 
north India, looked to have 
taken its toll on Australia as 
the West Indies, rejuvenated 
after a shock loss to Kenya, 
closed in on a place in the 
final. The Aussies slipped to 15 
for four - and although they 
recovered to set a target of 
208, the Windies looked to 
have their measure. Richie 
Richardson and Shivnarine 
Chanderpaul were in complete 
control until the latter’s dis¬ 
missal sparked a dramatic col¬ 
lapse of eight quick wickets. 
Richardson could still have 
won the game with 10 needed 
in the last over - but instead of 
giving his captain the strike, 
last man Courtney Walsh 
aimed a wild heave and was 
bowled.

1975 

England took part in one of the 
most bizarre one day matches 
in history when they made 
their World Cup bow. 

In their first group game 
against India at Lord’s, Dennis 
Amiss smashed 137 and Keith 
Fletcher added 68 as England 
rattled up 334-4 off their 60 
overs. 

In reply, Indian opener Sunil 
Gavaskar batted throughout 
the 60 overs for 36 not out, 
scored off 174 balls, as his side 
crept to 132-3. 

Geoff Arnold conceded just 20 
runs off his ten overs, while 
Chris Old conceded only 26. 

England sent down 12 maid¬ 
ens, a figure inconceivable 
nowadays. 

Fletcher struck 131 as 
England defeated New Zealand 
by 80 runs in their next game. 

And Mike Denness’ men 
made it three group wins out of 
three when they thrashed East 
Africa by 196 runs. 

Amiss (88) and Barry Wood 
(77) put on 158 for the first 
wicket, before John Snow 
returned figures of 12-6-11-4 as 
East Africa were skittled for 94 
(John Lever 3-32). 

England faced Australia in a 
thrilling, low scoring semi final 
at Headingley.

England finished runners-up 
to New Zealand, winning five of 
their eight games. 

They would no doubt have 
won six out of eight but for the 
game against Pakistan being 
rained off. 

England had skittled their 
opponents for just 74, with 
Derek Pringle bagging 3-8, and 
were 24-1 in reply when the 
game was ended early. 

England again beat the West 
Indies, Graham Gooch (65) and 
Graeme Hick (54) top scoring in 
a six wicket success. 

Skipper Gooch (58) and open¬ 
ing partner Ian Botham (53) set 
up an eight wicket thrashing of 
Australia, Hampshire’s Robin 
Smith unbeaten on 30 at the fin¬ 
ish. 

There was a farcical end to 
England’s semi final win against 
South Africa. 

After England had posted 252 
(Hick 83) off 45 overs, the 
Proteas reached 232-6 when rain 
stopped play after five balls of 
the 42nd over. 

Two overs were lost and, when 
play resumed, the target 
remained unchanged. 

South Africa needed 22 from 
the one ball that was left, and 
England were in their third 
final.

Opener Graeme Fowler was 
in fine form, hitting 81 in the 
return victory against Sri 
Lanka and also scoring 78 and 
69 in two successes against 
Pakistan. 

England’s sole loss was a two- 
wicket defeat to New Zealand 
after they had posted 234. 

The host nation were 
favourites to reach their second 
successive final, but suffered a 
surprise semi final loss to 
India. 

England could only muster 
213, with India winning by six 
wickets helped by Yashpal 
Sharma (61) and Sandeep Patil 
(51no). 

Even more sensationally, 
India went on to stun the 
mighty West Indies in the final 
at Lord’s.

1987 

England reached their 
second final, and suffered 
their second final defeat.

FIVE TO WATCH AT 
THE WORLD CUP 

THE Sports Pink picks out the men 
who will make the difference at the 
World Cup: 

STEVE SMITH 

Smith has taken his time to mature 
but is now a cricketer of the very 
highest echelon. Initially a leg-spin¬ 
ning all-rounder - and for some time 
uncharitably regarded as almost a 
specialist fielder - he is now undrop- 
pable as a frontline batsman. Made a 
century in each of four Tests against 
India, the last three while captaining 
his country for the first time with 
Michael Clarke injured, and added 
another to brilliantly underpin a Tri- 
Series win over England in Hobart. A 
deserving winner of the Allan Border 
Medal for the outstanding Australian 
cricketer of the year, and took both 
the Test and one-day prizes to boot. 

AB DE VILLIERS 

The South Africa captain is arguably 
the form player in the world across 
all formats, with the stand-out 
moment coming when he re-wrote 
the 50-over record books against the 
West Indies last month. De Villiers 
was the fastest man to reach 50 (16 
balls) and 100 (31 balls) in an ODI en 
route to a score of 149 in his side's 
439 for two in Johannesburg. It fol¬ 
lowed a knock of 81 in the previous 
game and two big hundreds in the 
prior Test series, and the two sides' 
Pool B clash on February 27 will be 
well worth watching - especially with 
Windies blaster Chris Gayle also in 
the mix. 

VIRAT KOHLI 

If India are to finally play to their 
potential in a tournament Down 
Under, their vice-captain will be an 
important figure. Tri-series scores of 
nine, four, three not out and eight do 
not bode well, but he made four cen¬ 
turies in the preceding Test series 
against Australia and has a one-day 
international average over 50. The 
likes of Shikhar Dhawan and 
Mahendra Singh Dhoni have all the 
big shots in the book but Kohli's 
quality will have to show through if 
India are to consistently put the nec¬ 
essary runs on the board. 

LASITH MALINGA 

Not so much a fast bowler as a tou- 
sle-haired slingshot producing york- 
ers on demand. Malinga's World Cup 
average is nearly 10 runs lower than 
he has produced across all ODIs and 
while that is partly a product of his 
toe-crushers proving too much for 
unprepared associate sides - he took 
three for 10 against Bermuda in 2007 
and six for 38 against Kenya four 
years later, including a hat-trick - 
Malinga saves his best for the big 
occasion and is a spectacular sight 
when in full flow. 

KANE WILLIAMSON 
With captain Brendon McCullum tail¬ 
ing off through the seven-match 
series with Sri Lanka and eventually 
resting for the final match, the man 
who deputised as skipper has also 
been the co-hosts' form batsman. He 
is less spectacular - his classical 
style, married to dynamic fielding and 
effective bit-part off-spin, makes him 
a near-replica of England's Joe Root 
- but with scores of 103, 97 and 54 in 
that series following 123, 70no and 97 
against Pakistan before Christmas, 
New Zealand will be counting on 
Williamson.

It ended the same way as the other 
two had - in defeat. 

Pakistan, who had only won half their 
group games in finishing fourth, 
reached their first final after shocking 
group winners New Zealand. 

Captain Imran Khan came in at No 3 
to whack 72 as Pakistan posted 249-6 in 
Melbourne. 

In reply, Ian Botham was out for a 
duck but Neil Fairbrother (62) took up 
the challenge. 

England eventually lost by 22 runs. 

1996 

Mike Atherton’s England suffered a 
tournament to forget in India. 

There was another new-look format, 
with two groups of six nations where 
the top four qualified for the quarter 
finals. 

England beat the two ‘minnows’ in 
their group - the UAE and the 
Netherlands - but lost to New Zealand, 
Pakistan and South Africa. 

Graeme Hick (104) and Graham 
Thorpe (89) starred against the Dutch, 
while Hick also scored 85 in the loss to 
the Kiwis. 

Hampshire’s Robin Smith top scored 
with 75 as England posted 249-9 against 
Pakistan. 

But Saeed Anwar (71), Ijaz Ahmed (70) 
and Inzamam-ul-Haq (53no) saw 
Pakistan storm to a seven wicket suc¬ 
cess. 

Qualifying fourth in their group, 
England faced Sri Lanka in the last 
eight and lost by five wickets. 

Phil DeFreitas (67) top scored as 
England posted 235-8, with Sanish ST 
Jayasuriya striking 82. 

Sri Lanka went on to claim a memo¬ 
rable victory, their first and so far only 
cricketing World Cup success. 

After beating India in their semi final, 
Aravinda de Silva cracked 107 as Sri 
Lanka passed Australia’s 241-7 target. 

1999 

The World Cup returned to England, 
but the host nation flopped. 

Hampshire’s Northlands Road was 
chosen as the venue for West Indies’ 
win against New Zealand, Ridley Jacobs 
hammering an unbeaten 80 in his coun¬ 
try’s seven wicket win. 

Elsewhere, England failed to qualify 
for the Super Six after finishing fourth 
out of six in their group. 

They started well, beating defending 
champions Sri Lanka thanks to skipper 
Alec Stewart (88) and Graeme Hick 
(73no). 

Nasser Hussain (88no) and Hick (61no) 
then helped England to a routine victo¬ 
ry over Kenya. 

England also beat Zimbabwe, who 
ended up above them in the group on 
run rate, but crucially lost, and lost 
comfortably, to South Africa and India. 

There was a memorable semi final, 
where Australia tied with South Africa 
after both teams were bowled out for 
213, Shaun Pollock taking 5-36 when the 
Aussies batted. 

South Africa needed one to win off 
their last delivery, but Allan Donald 
was run out. 

As a result, Australia progressed to 
the final by virtue of a better qualifying 
group record. 

Former Hampshire skipper Shane 
Warne was voted man of the match as 
Australia thrashed Pakistan at Lord’s to 
win the World Cup for the first time. 

After taking 4-29 in the semi against 
South Africa, Warne bagged 4-33 as 
Pakistan were dismissed for 132. 

Adam Gilchrist blazed 54 in reply as 
Australia romped to an eight wicket win 
with almost 30 of their 50 overs in hand. 

2003 

South Africa, Zimbabwe and Kenya 
hosted the World Cup for the first time. 

The number of teams participating in 
the event increased from 12 to 14, but 
England again failed to qualify for the 
Super Sixes. 

They forfeited their game against 
Zimbabwe, refusing to travel to Harare 
for safety reasons, and lost to India and

Australia. Nick Knight and Michael 
Vaughan, pictured below, both hit 51 in 
a routine win against the Netherlands, 
while James Anderson’s 4-29 burst 
helped England trounce Pakistan by 
112 runs. 

Former Hampshire all-rounder Andy 
Bichel was Australia’s match-winner 
against England in remarkable style. 

First, Bichel took 7-20 as England 
amassed 204-8. 

Then, after Australia had slipped to 
135-8, he came in at No 10 and cracked 
an unbeaten 34 off 36 balls. 

Along with Michael Bevan (74no), 
Bichel put on an unbroken 73 for the 
ninth wicket. 

The Aussies went on to retain 
the trophy, thrashing India in 
the final. 

Ricky Ponting (140no) and 
Damien Martyn (88no) 
helped them post a huge 
359-2 total in 

Johannesburg, en route to 
an eventual 125-run victory. 

2007 

For the first time, the 
World Cup was held in the 
West Indies. 

The tournament was expand¬ 
ed again, this time to 16 countries 
with four groups of four. 

The top two teams in each 
group progressed to a Super 
Eight series, with each 
country playing 
each other 
once. 

England 
lost Iheir 


opening game to New Zealand, Kevin 
Pietersen top scoring with 60. 

But they bounced back to beat 
Canada and Kenya with opener Ed 
Joyce hitting 66 and 75 respectively. 

England’s Super Eight campaign 
started well when Paul Collingwood’s 
90 helped them beat Ireland. 

Despite Pietersen’s 58, England then 
lost by just two runs to Sri Lanka. 

Pietersen struck 104 in his next 
innings, against Australia, but Ricky 
Ponting (86) and Michael Clarke (55no) 
ensured it was a losing century. 

England defeated Bangladesh before 
being hammered by South Africa. 
Dismissed for 154, Graeme Smith 
struck an unbeaten 89 as the Proteas 
cantered to a nine wicket victory. 
Pietersen compiled his second 
century of the tournament as 
England finished with a 
remarkable win against the 
host nation.Chris Gayle blast¬ 
ed 79 as the Windies piled up 
300 all out, with Pietersen 
leading England’s reply with 
exactly 100. 

Skipper Michael Vaughan 
added 79 as his side won by 
one wicket. 

Australia became the first 
country to win the World Cup 
three times when they 
trounced Sri Lanka in the 
final. 


Adam Gilchrist blasted 13 fours and 
eight sixes on his way to a superb 149 off 
only 104 balls, as Australia reached 281- 
4. Sri Lanka could only reply with 215-8. 

2011 

India became the first country to win 
the World Cup on home soil when they 
beat Sri Lanka by six wickets in the 
final in Mumbai. 

The tournament was jointly hosted by 
India, Sri Lanka and Bangladesh. 

Pakistan were stripped of their host¬ 
ing rights following the terrorist attack 
on the Sri Lankan cricket team, with 
the games originally scheduled for 
Pakistan redistributed to the other host 
countries. 

England endured a rollercoaster 
group campaign, losing to Ireland and 
Bangladesh for the first time ever in 
World Cup ties. 

They piled up 327-8 against the Irish, 
yet still lost thanks to Kevin O’Brien 
hammering 113 off 63 balls with 13 fours 
and six sixes. 

England also tied with the host nation 
after Sachin Tendulkar’s 120 had seen 
India post a daunting 338. 

Andrew Strauss struck a stunning 158 
in reply, while Ian Bell contributed 69. 

Having qualified for the quarter finals, 
England were humiliated by Sri Lanka 
in tiie last eight. Jonathan Trott top 
scored with 88 as England amassed 229- 
6 . 

Amazingly, Sri Lanka coasted into the 
semi finals without losing a wicket. 
Openers Tillakaratne Dilshan (HOno) 
and Upul Tharanga (102no) saw 
England’s World Cup dream die a mis¬ 
erable death.

THE Hampshire Talented 
Athlete Scheme has just paid 
out over £185,000 to some of 
the most promising youngsters 
in the county. 

Fifty six athletes across a range of 
sports have been given the full spon¬ 
sorship package worth £3,315. 

In all, more than 200 people have 
been given funding or support 
through the HTAS scheme for 2015. 

The programme has seen its funds 
doubled thanks to extra funding from 
Hampshire County Council’s 
Olympic Legacy Programme. 240 ath¬ 
letes have been accepted onto the 
scheme, which is co-ordinated by 
Sport Hampshire & IOW. 

It is designed to support young ath¬ 
letes by helping to reduce the financial 
burden on them and their families. 

The level of support varies depend¬ 
ing on the performance level of the 
athlete. 

Former members who have benefit- 
ted from Hampshire’s scheme include 
Olympic gold medal cyclist Dani 
King, originally from Hamble, and 
Southampton-born Olympic bronze 
medal hockey star Alex Danson. 

The County Council’s Olympic 
Legacy programme was launched in 
July 2013, with the help of King, and 
has awarded HTAS £92,000 per year 
for the next three years as an invest¬ 
ment in Hampshire’s talented ath¬ 
letes. The money helps support local 
athletes with training, sports science, 
travel and physiotherapy as well as 
monetary grants. 

Over 1,150 of Hampshire’s most 
promising sportsmen and women 
have received support via the scheme 
since 2004. 

One of the new crop of 56 athletes 
chosen, Winchester’s Louise Damen, 
is ranked second in the UK for 
marathon running. 

Damen, who last weekend won the 
South of England senior ladies cross 
country title, said: “HTAS has been 
hugely beneficial to me as an athlete. 

“It has facilitated my training by 
limiting the number of barriers that I 
face, enabling me to focus 100 per 
cent on achieving my goals. 

“I am able to access local sports 
facilities free of charge and have also 
received some much appreciated 
financial assistance which will 
help to fund an altitude train¬ 
ing camp this year. 

“This support will cer¬ 
tainly help me towards my 
goal of running an 
Olympic qualifying time 
for the marathon in 2015.” 

National and internation¬ 
al level athletes can 
receive a range 
benefits, 
including a 
cash grant, 
free access 
to leisure 
centres, 
fast track 
physio¬ 


therapy, free bus travel 
from local companies, 
Stagecoach, Bluestar and 
First, as well as sports sci¬ 
ence support from 
Southampton Solent 
University. 

Regional and county 
level performers 
can also benefit 
from fast track 
physiotherapy 
services. 

At a time 
when costs 
associated 


with training and competition are on 
the increase, the scheme is seen by 
many current and previous recipi¬ 
ents as a much-needed injection of 
support. 

Vikki Payne, from Havant, in the 
Royal Yachting Association Podium 
Potential Squad, said: “HTAS has 
continued to support me through 
Youth and now at Olympic level sail¬ 
ing through various workshops and 
Sport Science support. 

“The gym membership support has 
enabled me to train regularly and 
effectively which has had a huge con¬ 
tribution to my development. 


“My goal for 2015 is to stand on the 
podium at the Youth World 
Championships.” 

Hampshire County Council’s 
Executive Member for Culture, 
Recreation and Countryside, 
Councillor Keith Chapman, said: 
“Hampshire has a strong sporting 
heritage, with many exceptional 
sportsmen and women living in the 
county. 

“The Hampshire Talented Athlete 
Scheme goes some way to providing 
much needed support to these com¬ 
mitted, talented and determined 
sportsmen and women.
